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Horses rescued during 
blaze at racing stables 


Investigation 
launched into 
cause of fire

AN investigation has been 
launched into the cause of a 
blaze which broke out at a 
top Newmarket racing 
stables. 

Nine horses in the stable block at 
trainer Luca Cumani’s Bedford 
House Stables were evacuated after 
the blaze began on Monday 
morning. 

No people or animals were harmed 
and the trainer told the News the 
stables would carry on as normal. 

He added: “It’s very upsetting, one 
doesn’t like to see things destroyed by 
fire.” 

Firefighters were called to the blaze 
at the block in Bury Road at 10.30am 
on Monday. 

At its height, six crews and a 
vehicle platform were at the scene 
fighting the fire in the roof.

Firefighters from Suffolk and 
Cambridgeshire spent more 
than four hours battling the 
flames. 

They brought the fire under 
control by 2.45pm but crews 
remained on site into the 
night. 

Karl Rolfe, area commander 
for Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
Service, said: “For Bedford 
House Stables, or any 
business holder, any fire is 
serious because it affects 
business continuity. 

“For us, there is no life risk 
with the fire, we have got it 
under control. It’s just a long 
hard job for us. 

“I would imagine it puts a 
lot of pressure on the people 
who work here when they 
have got the lives of the 
horses in their charge. They 
have done a good job. All the 
horses were evacuated before 
we arrived.” 

He said an investigation 
into the cause of the fire 
would begin once the 
building had been made safe. 

Noel Byrne, chief executive 
of the Bedford Lodge Hotel, 
which neighbours the stable

block and whose grounds 
hosted some of the fire crews 
and vehicles, said they were 
not concerned. 


He said: “They had it 
contained from the moment 
they got here. It was not a 
threat to us.” 


" Setback for campaign 
to keep crossing open 


A BATTLE of Britain 
church service will be 
held in Newmarket on 
Sunday.

A spokesman for the 
branch said: “The 
service pays tribute to 
those who gave so 
much to preserve our 
freedom and all are very 
welcome to attend.” 

She added RAFA 
Newmarket wanted to 
thank those who gave to 
the recent Wings 
Appeal which raised 
almost £800. 

The money will 
be used to support 
the Royal Air Force 
family. 


THE footpath over a 
level crossing in 
Newmarket is not 
recorded as a public 
right of way, it has been 
revealed, dealing a blow 
to the campaign set on 
saving the pedestrian 
route. 

Newmarket Town Council 
had sought to discover 
whether the Cricket Field 
Road crossing was a public 
road or public right of way 
because they said it would 
mean the crossing could not 
be closed. 

A letter from Mary George 
of the rights of way and 
access team at Suffolk 
County Council said the 
crossing was not recorded 
as either. 

Her letter said: 
“Unfortunately, a claim for 
a public right of way across 
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the railway line on the basis 
of user evidence is very 
unlikely to succeed because 
of Railway Acts dating back 
to 1840 which make it an 
offence to trespass on a 
railway line. 

“A recent footpath claim 
in Ipswich was objected to 
by Network Rail and only 
eventually confirmed 
because there was evidence 
to show that the footpath 
pre-dated the construction 
of the railway.” 

Network Rail, which said 
earlier this year it intended 
to shut the path, has told 
the News things are on hold 
at the moment. 

Isabelle Barrett, town 
clerk at Newmarket Town 
Council, said: “We had 
pinned our hopes on the 
fact that it would be a 
public right of way which 


you have to retain open to 
members of the public so 
that is a little bit of a 
setback but that doesn’t 
mean we could not 
continue to fight it should 
they decide to close it 
down. 

“We have got the petition 
to prove a lot of people use 
that crossing every single 
day.” 

The council-organised 
petition was signed in the 
spring by hundreds of 
people opposing the closure 
of the footpath, Cllr Shirley 
Crickmere says she used as 
long ago as the 1960s. 

Mrs Barrett said the 
footpath was used by many 
of those living on the south 
side of the road as a short 
cut to Newmarket who 
would probably take to 
their cars if the route was 
closed and she said it was 
“almost like a lifeline” for 


the older generation. 

She said: “If they close 
that it’s almost like a 
lifeline to them and it’s like 
taking that lifeline away.” 

The council urged 
Network Rail earlier this 
year to reconsider its 
proposal and instead think 
about introducing more 
safety measures such as 
buzzers and lights. 

A spokesman for Network 
Rail said: “Level crossings 
remain the single biggest 
risk to the safe running of 
the railway. 

“We have a nationwide 
programme investing 
£130m to upgrade or close 
level crossings where 
possible. 

“In relation to this 
specific crossing, we are 
arranging a meeting with 
Suffolk County Council to 
discuss the best way 
forward.”

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One-year challenge 
sleeping under stars 
was Rob's thank you 


AN Explorer Scout has slept 
under the stars for the 
365th night in a row, 
completing a challenge for 
the charity he believes 
saved his sister's life. 

School friends and Scouts 
descended on Rob 
Challinor's Exning home to 
support him on his final 
night spent in a hammock 
for Magpas whose medics 
helped his sister Kelly-Ann 
when she was thrown from 
a horse in 2005. 

The group of campers 
could not squeeze into 
Rob's garden where he has 
slept since August 30, 2011 
so the 15-year-old, his 
hammock and friends 
pitched up in Lode where 
they finished the feat. 

Rob's fundraising total is 
running at more than 
£1,450, smashing his 
original target of £365 - £1 
for every sleep in the 
hammock. 

Some of the money will also 
be handed to the Child 
Brain Injury Trust which 
counts Kelly-Ann among its 
ambassadors. 

Kelly-Ann suffered serious 
head injuries in the 
accident. 

Representatives of Magpas 
sedated her and monitored 
her en route to 
Addenbrooke's where she 
spent five days in intensive 
care before undergoing 


facial reconstructive 
surgery. 

The now-16-year-old grade- 
A student is deputy head- 
girl at Bottisham Village 
College and was back in the 
saddle just two months 
after the ordeal doctors 
said could have killed her. 
Antonia Brickell of Magpas 
said: "We are so impressed 
by Rob's brave fundraising 
challenge for Magpas. 

"He is a very dedicated and 
focused young man. The 
funds he is raising will 
make a crucial difference 
for our Magpas Helimedix 
who are on call night and 
day, caring for those whose 
lives are in danger 
following a severe medical 
emergency, in Newmarket 
or anywhere in the eastern 
region. 

"We are proud to continue 
offering this crucial service 
by air and by land, but we 
can only continue to do so 
with the public's support. 
"We would like to say a 
huge thank you to Rob and 
the Challinor family for 
spreading the lifesaving 
word about Magpas and for 
helping us to save lives." 
Ray Mears, Rob's hero who 
had heard about the 
teenager's challenge, took 
the family on a bushcraft 
trail in west Sussex on 
August 22 where he taught 
them to create fire without

Cabinet reshuffle on Tuesday. 


A NIGHTSPOT’S bid to 
open later throughout the 
week and until 4am at 
weekends has been 
slammed by town 
councillors. 

Millionaires Bar in 
Newmarket High Street has 
applied to extend its opening 
hours from lam to 4.15am on 
Fridays and Saturdays and from 
12.10am to 2.15am between 
Sunday and Thursday. 

Councillors at Newmarket 
Town Council’s development 
and planning committee have 
recommended the full council 
opposes the granting of the 
licence variation on grounds 
noted in the town’s cumulative 
impact policy, including an 
increase in crime and noise. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert said: “The 
noise in the town would be 
absolutely horrific, especially 
when we have got people 
standing on the pavement and 
everything like that. 

“People walking by there 
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would be at risk.” 

Cllr Shirley Crickmere said 
people living in the vicinity of 
the bar were concerned about 
issues, including extra noise. 

She said: “I have had 
telephone calls from people in 
The Avenue who are upset at 
this and the town pastors are 
extremely worried about this 
because, as you know, they look 
after the people at night time.” 

The committee also 
recommended the council 
should ask Forest Heath that it 
ensures the bar currently 
complies with any relevant 
legislation. 

But Simon Lewis, manager at 
Millionaires Bar, said the 
application is being amended 
in agreement with Suffolk 
Police to serve alcohol until 
3am at the weekends, an hour 
less than originally applied for, 
and the bar would be closed by 
4am. 

He added the opening hours 


on weekdays were also going to 
be reduced from those initially 
applied for. 

He said they comply with all 
the relevant legislation and had 
been open later on Saturdays 
for almost three months and 
things were running smoothly. 

He said: “We have been 
opening until 4 o’clock on the 
weekends anyway over the last 
11 weeks as a dry run to see if it 
will work and we have had no 
negative impact at all.” 

Mr Lewis said they wanted to 
open later because the bar 
tends to get busy at about 11pm 
and they have to close shortly 
afterwards. 

He said: “It seems terrible 
when you have got a pub full of 
people who have been there for 
half an hour and they have got 
to leave already, it’s counter¬ 
productive.” 

The application will be 
decided at a Forest Heath 
District Council licensing 
committee hearing at a later 
date.

Trio are arrested 
in restaurant raid 


THREE Bangladeshi men 
suspected of being in the 
UK illegally were arrested 
in a raid on a restaurant. 

Officers from the UK Border 
Agency visited The Spice 
Cottage in North Street, 
Burwell, and arrested two men 
who had overstayed their visas 
and were working at the 
restaurant without permission. 

A third man, who was not 
working, but was on the 
premises at the time of the raid 
on Tuesday evening last week, 
was also arrested after being 
identified as an overstayer. 

The trio have been taken to 
an immigration detention 
centre while border officials 
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look to deport them. 

A fourth man, also from 
Bangladesh, was escorted from 
the restaurant after his work 
visa was found to have expired. 

Heidi Young, a UK Border 
Agency officer, said: “We have 
teams across the country 
carrying out raids like this on a 
daily basis. 

“Offenders should know that 
there is no hiding place and 
that where we find people who 
are in the UK illegally we will 
seek to remove them.” 

The restaurant must now 
prove the correct pre¬ 


employment checks were 
carried out or face a potential 
fine of between £10,000 and 
£30,000 for each of the three 
workers. 

Jaani Akram, one of the 
managers at The Spice Cottage, 
said they had provided border 
officials with documents and 
they did not believe they had 
done anything wrong. 

He said: “I think they were 
doing their job and we have 
done our job by giving them 
everything.”

Public exhibitions to 
look at store plans 

TAKE another look at the proposals for 
a Morrisons supermarket in 
Newmarket. 

Two public exhibitions on the plans for 
the 25,000sq ft net store on the old 
gasworks site in Exning Road are being 
staged later this month. 

The first will take place at Newmarket 
Leisure Centre on Friday, September 
14 between noon and 8pm and the 
other will be at the Memorial Hall in 
High Street between 10am and 3pm 
the following day. 

Graeme Cosgrove, development 
director for Simons, which submitted 
the planning application with Morrisons, 
said: “We last consulted the public 
about our plans to bring Morrisons to 
Newmarket in July last year. 

“Since then, a great deal has changed 
and other supermarkets have come 
forward with their own plans for the 
town. 

“We had a great response from the 
community during our first round of 
consultation, with over 90 per cent of 
people responding to a public 
consultation document saying that they 
were in support of the plans. 

“We now want to remind local people 
about what we are proposing and give 
them a final chance to give us 
feedback.” 

He said he believed the store would 
“complement rather than compete” 
with the High Street, regenerate a site 
which has been an eyesore for 
decades and create 300 jobs. 

Three other supermarkets are also 
vying to enter or expand in Newmarket 
with applications submitted for a 
Sainsbury’s supermarket as part of a 
development proposed for the George 
Lambton Playing Fields, an Asda as 
part of a plan for land bounded by 
Newmarket High Street, Black Bear 
Lane and Rowley Drive and a larger 
Tesco store to replace that in Fordham 
Road. 

Forest Heath District Council’s 
development control committee will 
make a decision on the plans at a later 
date.

Business to carry on 
as shop closes down 


A CHILDREN’S shop 
has closed just five 
months after it opened 
in Newmarket. 

Christopher Howard, who 
established Dribble Face 
with his wife, Donna, said 
the footfall in Old Station 
Road where their store was 
located had been poor. 

Taking over premises in 
the Guineas shopping 
centre had been too 
expensive, he said, and 
banks had not been 
prepared to stump up a loan 
to help them out. 

Mr Howard, who lives 
with his family in 
Mildenhall, said they sold 
lovely things, kept 
expanding, gave out fliers 
as often as possible and the 
people who came had liked 
the store. 

He said: “I just tried

everything I could and 
nothing seemed to work so I 
had to give up for financial 
reasons.” 

The couple are 
considering a move to 
Lincoln to establish another 
shop in the future and in 
the meantime, they will be 
operating their eBay shop - 
Dribble Face Ltd - which 
Mr Howard said had seen 
more sales in one week 
than the shop had produced 
in three. 

And the Dribble Face 
website where the business’ 
products will also be 
available to buy is due to be 
up and running by the end 
of September at 
www. dribbleface. 
com. 

Mr Howard said he was 


turning a negative into a 
positive and the business 
would continue. 

He said: “It’s not the end 
of Dribble Face, we are not 
finished, we have just 
evolved into a different way 
of selling.” 

He said he would like to 
see more help for 
Newmarket businesses from 
the council with things like 
on-street signage, for 
landlords across 

Newmarket to be more 
choosy about the businesses 
they host to create more 
balance in the town and for 
banks to lend more readily 
to small businesses. 

Mr Howard said: 
“Retailers keep failing left 
right and centre. 

“As for the town, it’s 
completely dead because 
there’s not enough to try to 
entice people in there. 


“They should be a bit 
more selective about what 
stores open.” 

Newmarket does not have 
enough retail units at the 
moment, he said. 

He added: “They 

(landlords) need to be a bit 
pushier toward getting more 
retail stores in the town so 
they can bounce off each 
other. 

“It just seems to be 
mobile phone shops, 
betting shops and food.” 

Monkerillas, a children’s 
clothing and craft shop also 
in Old Station Road, closed 
in the winter and the Sun 
Lane Craft Gallery shut in 
July, with the owners of 
both pledging to continue 
other aspects of their 
businesses. Quattro Coffee 
in the Guineas shopping 
centre also closed last 
month.

A MUM who was made 
redundant from her leisure 
store job of 18 years has found 
new success as the co-founder 
of a caravan sales, accessory 
shop and campsite business. 

The Mildenhall branch of M&M 
Leisure shut in September 2011 
and Hermione Bird, who had 
worked in the accessory shop and 
caravan sales, said she had not 
known what to do.

Double delight for specialist firm 


BOSSES at successful industrial 
lighting specialist Dialight are 
celebrating a double boost. 

The Newmarket-based 
company has revealed it is 
expanding its sales drive in 
south-east Asia by setting up 
Dialight Asia Pte Ltd, a joint 
venture with Lumina Holdings 
Systems. 

And the firm has also clinched 
an order from an Indonesian 
copper and gold mine for 2,000 of 
its LED light fixtures. 

The company’s new Asian set¬ 
up in Singapore will steer the 
promotion and sale of Dialight 
products across the whole region, 
focusing on the oil and gas 
markets. It will be largely 
supplied by Dialight’s new 
facility in Penang, Malaysia. 


A spokesman said: ‘As well as 
a number of sales personnel who 
will be transferred from Lumina, 
Dialight Asia will recruit further 
sales people to take full 
advantage of these new 
opportunities as they arise.” 

The company, which also has 
offices in America, Australia and 
Japan, is a global leader in LED 
lighting technology. It makes 
lighting fixtures designed 
specifically for hazardous 
locations, and traffic and rail 
signalling aimed at being low 
maintenance and energy efficient. 
Versions of its high-specification 
lights are also produced for more 
general commercial, industrial 
and outdoor situations. 

The Indonesian order, which is 
worth about £630,000, will 


provide LEDs for a new 
underground conveyor system. 

The spokesman said: “The 
customer is a recognised leader 
in international mining 
operations, and chose Dialight’s 
LED fixtures for their longevity 
and reliability in harsh 
environments. 

“Our fixtures are resistant to 
shock and vibration common in 
these applications, and ultimately 
improve safety. 

“We will begin to deliver the 
product in September, with ship¬ 
ments continuing through the 
end of the year.” 

The company reported strong 
first-half results for 2012. Group 
revenue for the six months was 
£61.1 million, nearly £10 million 
up on the same period in 2011.

■ More training for 
councillors: Local councillors 
representing the parishioners

‘There’s no excuse for 
breaking speed limit’ 


ALMOST 1,000 drivers 
were caught speeding 
in Suffolk during a 
week-long enforcement 
campaign in the county. 

Police officers caught 903 
of the 967 motorists seen 
travelling too fast during 
the crackdown staged 
between Monday, August 20 
and Sunday, August 26. 

The remaining 64 were 
clocked by SafeCam 
cameras and fixed cameras 
during the campaign which 
saw roads policing officers 
and Suffolk Police’s 
SafeCam vans deployed 
across the county to step up 
checks and enforcement.

Sgt Paul Ward of Suffolk 
Police’s casualty reduction 
team said: “During the 
campaign our officers have 
been working hard to 
highlight the issue of 
speeding through 

enforcement and education 
and drivers should know 
that there is never an 
excuse for flouting the 
speed limit. 

“Campaigns such as this 
see a heightened 
concentration on those 
speeding in the county but 
our aim is to reduce the 
amount of casualties on 
Suffolk’s roads throughout 


the year and we will 
continue to crackdown on 
those who drive at 
excessive speed.” 

Suffolk Police said there 
were 30 deaths in 28 fatal 
collisions on the county’s 
roads last year and speeding 
was a contributory factor in 
six of the incidents. The 
force added speeding was a 
factor in almost a third of 
the road deaths in Suffolk 
in 2010. 

Sgt Ward said: “Thirty 
people were killed on 
Suffolk’s roads last year and 
twenty in the previous year 
and the role speed plays in 
both fatal and serious road 
traffic collisions cannot be 


underestimated. The 
difference of a few miles 
per hour can mean the 
difference between life and 
death. 

“The faster someone is 
driving, the less time they 
have to stop if something 
unexpected happens. The 
message is very simple - 
speed limits are there for a 
reason.” 

Suffolk Police said 
speeding was one of the 
‘fatal four’ driving offences 
with drink driving, using a 
mobile phone and seatbelt 
offences. The enforcement 
campaign was led by 
TISPOL, the European 
Traffic Police Network.

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Michelle has won her 
big challenges in life

Losing nine stones and getting fit were the next step for a mum-of-two who had 
already beaten stammering and breast cancer. From being obese at 25 stones, 
Michelle Bonfield has now become hooked on charity cycle rides, army assault 
courses and half marathons. Interview by EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM. 


M ichelle Bonfield 
sits back in her 
armchair and crosses 
her legs. "I could never sit 
like this before," she says 
with a smile. "My legs were 
too big. For an obese 
person, even simple things 
like crossing your legs, you 
just can't do. 

"And I live in trousers 
now. Before I wouldn't wear 
trousers unless I really, really 
had to. Even during winter, 
people would say 'you've 
got a skirt on, but you've got 
no tights on!' And I'd be like 
'oh, I don't need tights. . .' 
But I couldn't actually get 
them on." 

Mum-of-two Michelle, 
who's 45, has turned her life 
around. In 2005, she 
weighed a hefty 25 stones. 
Today, after battling breast 
cancer - and then becoming 
hooked on challenges like 
charity cycle rides, army 
assault courses and half 
marathons - she's lost an 
incredible nine stones, and 
dropped eight dress sizes. 

"Fashion-wise it's 
definitely made a difference 
because now I can go into 
what I call a 'normal' shop 


and buy a size 16 off the 
peg, whereas before it had 
to be Evans," she says. "I've 
got a skirt that was tight on 
me - and it's a size 32. I've 
saved it, just to remind 
myself. I'm not going back to 
that." 

Originally from New 
Zealand, Michelle left home 
at 18 to go travelling. She 
worked as a nanny in the 
States for two years, "and 
then I arrived in England in 
1987 with £33 to my 
name." She soon found 
work as a nanny in London 
and, when the family moved 
to Reed, near Royston, 
Michelle came too. 

But life hasn't always been 
smooth. As a child, Michelle 
had a stammer that left her 
literally lost for words. "I still 
have a speech problem, but 
way back then it was 20 
times as bad, to the point 
where I couldn't even say 
my name," she recalls. "As a 
child they thought I was 
actually deaf." 

Growing up, the stammer 
began to control her life: "It 
was that bad that if I went 
into a shop and wanted a 
loaf of bread, and couldn't 


see it, I wouldn't ask for it - I 
would walk out. It was very 
embarrassing." 

In her early 20s, Michelle 
decided to take action and 
went on a two-week live-in 
speech therapy course at 
Hitch in Hospital: "They 
basically took us right back 
to being a baby, and taught 
us how to speak again. It 
really helped me. I still have 
good days and bad days, but 
I know now how to control 
it." 

At around the same time, 
Michelle met her future 
husband, Bob, in the local 
pub. To begin with they 
were just friends, but when 
Michelle - together with a 
friend from her speech 
course - invited Bob and a 
friend to play tennis, 
romance blossomed. They 
married in 1994: "And we 
haven't looked back, really." 
Baby Cameron arrived in 
1997, followed by Rowena 
two years later. 

The family settled in 
Barkway and, in 2003, 
Michelle began her bespoke 
laundry service, Wash Me 
Iron Me. But 18 months 
later, a health scare 


threatened her fledgling 
business - and her life - 
when she found a lump on 
her breast. 

"It was a Saturday 
afternoon, and I was sitting 
on the loo, and I just went 
'Hmm, what's that?' It was 
only the third time I'd ever 
examined myself. I phoned 
the doctor's surgery on the 
Monday morning and said 'I 
think I've found a lump'. 
Within a month I was being 
operated on." 

Michelle had a partial 
mastectomy, followed by 
seven months of 
chemotherapy, but refused 
to stop working. "Life had to 
go on," she shrugs. "I'm a 
workaholic, I know I am. 
Even in the hospital, waiting 
to have my operation, I was 
doing the staff wages. 

"It's my way of dealing 
with it, and I think that got 
me through. You can mope 
around, but that's not me - 
I'm too much of a goer." 

Being a 'glass-half-full' 
type of person helped too: 
"When I was going into 
Addenbrooke's for my 
checks, or for chemo, they 
were I ike'you're always

happy'. And I said 'there's 
no point being miserable: 
there's always someone 
worse off than me.'" 

But one thing that did 
really get to her was being 
told that she couldn't have 
surgery to reconstruct her 
breast. "They said they 
wouldn't do it because my 
BMI was too high. My BMI 
at that time was 57.6. I was 
classed as morbidly obese. It 
got me really heated up." 

Michelle has always 
struggled with her weight. 

As a self-confessed 
workaholic, she'd snatch 
food when she could - and 
it was seldom the right kind. 
"What did I eat before? 
Microwave meals and 
takeaways. And crisps. I 
could eat five packets of 
crisps a day, easily. 

"I grabbed it on the run - 
I didn't physically sit down. I 
just ate rubbish, like donuts. 
Junk food, basically." 

But during the chemo, 
Michelle made a decision: 

"I saw a photograph of me 
at a business awards, and I 
thought 'is that really me?' 
That decided me. I thought 
OK, let's move on." 

Because of her illness, 
Michelle was fast-tracked to 
the Obesity Service at 
Addenbrooke's: "They were 
fantastic," she says. "I 
thought I was obese, but 
there are some enormous 
people. One day I had to 
take the children with me, 
because it was the school 
holidays, and Cameron 
came out crying. There was 
a lady in there who was in a 
wheelchair, she was that 
obese she couldn't walk, 
and that frightened him. He 
said 'Mummy, I don't want 
you to be like that'." 

Michelle's diet was 
extreme: "I was on four 
pints of milk a day, a stock 
cube for my salt, and tablets 
to help with my bowels. 

The only spoon that went 
into my mouth was a sugar- 
free jelly. It sounds 
disgusting, but for me it was 
easy because I'd just down 
my milk as I worked. 

"You had to stay on that 
until you lost 10 per cent of 
your bodyweight. They gave 
you three months - I did it 
in seven weeks." 

Michelle was then able to 
introduce more foods, and 
was eventually signed off: 


# Michelle is entering 
several cycle races next 
year - including the 
London to Brighton, 
London to Southend and 
London to Paris - in aid 
of the British Heart 
Foundation.

"and now I eat five small, 
healthy meals a day. It could 
be cottage cheese, some 
nuts, a bit offish. 

Sometimes I'll grab a slice of 
turkey and an apple, or a 
banana with some rice 
cakes. Done." 

Does she miss the crisps? 
"No!" she laughs. "When I 
was in Addenbrooke's I said 
'I'm going cold turkey on 
the crisps'. I really rarely 
have them now. I just see 
them as junk food." 

But it's her new-found 
love of exercise that has 
really transformed Michelle 
- and it all began with a 
stroke of luck. Deciding to 
take part in a Royston fun 
run, in aid of Cancer 
Research, she discovered 
that the highest fundraiser 
was given 12 months' free 
gym membership at 
Royston Leisure Centre: 

"And that happened to be 
me! 

"I raised £1,400 through 
my Wash Me Iron Me 
clients - they were so 
supportive. So I won that, 
and I went to the gym." She 
had her first session four 
years ago: "and it gave me 
such a buzz. I'm still 
hooked! I could see the 
weight coming off, and I 
haven't looked back. I just 
love it - it's my drug." 

Deadly serious about 
getting fit, Michelle took on 
a personal trainer, Gemma 
Burge: "and I'm so grateful 
to her because she got me 
into cycling. Three years 
ago she said 'All right 
Michelle, we're doing the 
London to Cambridge'. 

Well, give me a challenge 
and I will do it!" Michelle 
entered with a fit friend - 
and beat her by an hour. 

Since then she's done 
more cycle races, a half 
marathon and three tough 
army assault courses: "I 


absolutely love them," she 
grins. "In December I did 
the Grim Challenge, which 
is eight miles through mud, 
and it's fantastic." 

Yet even though Michelle 
exercises almost every day, 
her weight isn't coming 
down any further. Do 
people ask her why she isn't 
smaller? "Yes they do, and I 
don't know why I'm not. 
They say weight loss is 80 
per cent diet, 10 per cent 
exercise and 10 per cent 
your body make-up: well 
my mum was big - huge. 

"But my argument is, 
there's a lot of rugby players 
out there who would count 
as obese, but it's muscle. 
And although my weight's 
not coming off, I've shrunk. 
It's all been toning." 

The weight of her excess 
skin doesn't help: "I hate it 
- it makes me feel 
embarrassed. But I can't get 
a tummy tuck done on the 
NHS, again because my 
BMI is too high. You've got 
to maintain your BMI at the 
normal level for two years, 
which for me means losing 
another four stones. So I'll 
just keep plodding on and 
doing my exercises, and see 
what happens." 

So what's her message to 
others who may have a 
weight problem? 

"I just feel, from a person 
who's been hugely 
overweight, that there's no 
reason not to do exercise," 
says Michelle. "It doesn't 
have to cost an arm and a 
leg. 

"Go for a good walk to 
get your heart rate up, or 
buy a cheap bike. It's a 
chance to get out and meet 
different people - I went 
out cycling with a group of 
friends this weekend - or if 
you don't want to be among 
people, you don't have to 
be. I do workouts at home 
as well. 

"I know what it's like: big 
people are self-conscious, 
and it can be off-putting 
when you walk into a gym 
and see all the body builder 
types. But they're the same 
as you and me. 

"You will have to change 
your lifestyle to get the 
results - it'll be a marathon, 
not a sprint. But just get out 
and do it. It doesn't matter 
what size you are, you can 
exercise. You can do it."

LAWLESS

BASED on a true story, Lawless knocks 
back a drink with three brothers who 
become kings of their close-knit community 
by running moonshine across the state line. 

Set in early 1930s Virginia and adapted 
from Matt Bondurant’s novel The Wettest 
County In The World, Nick Cave’s script 
corrals its fair share of rootin’ tootin’ cliches 
to a fine bluegrass-tinged soundtrack. 

In the mountains of Franklin County, local 
cops turn a blind eye to the illegal activities 
of Forrest Bondurant (Tom Hardy) and his 
siblings Howard (Jason Clarke) and Jack 
(Shia LaBeouf). 

The brothers run a successful bar and 
eke out a comfortable living by trading 
moonshine, made at secret distilleries 
maintained by Jack’s disabled pal Cricket 
(Dane DeHaan). 

But the business empire is threatened 
when sadistic Special Deputy Charley Rakes 


(Guy Pearce) arrives from Chicago on a 
mission to shut down the distilleries at the 
behest of district attorney Mason Warden 
(Tim Tolin). 


As young love blossoms between Jack 
and preacher’s daughter Bertha Minnix (Mia 
Wasikowska), Rakes sets about dismantling 
the brothers’ operation from the inside, 


targeting weak links including dancer 
Maggie Beauford (Jessica Chastain) who 
has recently taken up a position as a 
waitress at the bar. 

For all its dramatic simplicity, John 
Hillcoat’s film packs a hefty punch, explor¬ 
ing the bonds of trust that are tested to their 
limit when the bootleggers are pummelled 
senseless by the long arm of the law. 

Hardy delivers a brooding central 
performance, maintaining his stoic hard 
man image around Chastain’s emotionally 
battered love interest. However, it’s Pearce 
who scorches as a obsessive-compulsive 
bully who hides behind his police badge. 

Gary Oldman is underused in an eye¬ 
catching role as the suave mobster who 
Jack hopes to emulate. 

LaBeouf’s tender romance with 
Wasikowska sweetens Hillcoat’s bitter pill 
but don’t expect a happy ever after. 

When these varmints stray beyond the 
point of forgiveness, death is the only 
absolution.

Shrubs will bring autumn glory

A UTUMN is almost upon us 
- and as the seasons 
change, rich foliage and 
berries become the focus of 
attention for many gardeners. 

While ornamental grasses and the 
daisy-like blooms of heleniums and 
rudbeckias continue to provide colour, 
it's important to have some shrubs in 
your border which will provide the link 
between the end of summer and the 
beginning of autumn and beyond. 

Indeed, you don't need to have a 
huge garden with masses of trees to 
enjoy a good autumn show because 
shrubs can provide the rich foliage 
contrast, fragrance and berries to create 
plenty of interest. 

Of course, the most important thing is 
to make sure that you choose shrubs 
which will be suited to your soil and 
situation. Acid lovers such as 
rhododendrons and camellias won't 
thrive in alkaline soil, so stick to the 



shrubs you know will thrive. If in doubt, 
look at neighbouring gardens to see 
which shrubs are thriving, which will 
give you some clue as to what will do 
well in your own garden. 

Workhorse shrubs include 
hydrangeas, which flower in late 
summer offering large blooms in shades 
of pink and blue before the flowerheads 
change colour to a rich straw-coloured 
hue, maintaining their shape as they dry 
beautifully on the stem. 

The dried blooms can remain on the 
shrub throughout autumn and winter, 


providing a structural focal point in the 
cooler months when much else has died 
down, and protect the emerging leaves 
from frost damage in the depths of 
winter. They don't need clipping until 
the following spring. 

For continual interest throughout 
autumn and beyond, I'd plump for 
mopheads such as H. m. Madame 
Emile Mouillere, which has white green- 
tinted blooms that flower freely from the 
end of summer and turn pink 
progressively through autumn. 

Hydrangeas like a semi-shaded spot

and acid soil, so plant them in 
ericaceous compost. 

One of my favourite shrubs is the 
castor oil palm Fatsia japonica, with its 
huge, deep green, tropical leaves all 
year round. It is among the toughest of 
specimens, growing in shade where 
nothing else will survive and it even 
bears greenish white flowers in the 
autumn, which stand out against the 
glassy, palmate leaves. Give it plenty of 
room because it grows to around 1.5m 
(5ft) high by 1.25m (4ft) wide. 

Several autumn-flowering hebes are 


also worth including in the border, such 
as Autumn Glory, which at 60cm (2ft) x 
60cm (2ft) is perfect for the front of the 
border, bearing purple flowers which 
withstand the elements and can flower 
almost up to Christmas. Hebes need a 
sunny spot and reasonably well-drained 
soil but are generally not fussy and don't 
need pruning. 

Another autumn stalwart is the 
spindle bush (Euonymus alatus), a 
deciduous shrub known for its 
spectacular autumn colour, producing a 
crimson display of leaves. When the 
leaves drop, you can see corky flanges 
running up and down the stem which 
give the plant some winter interest as 
well. 

If you want berries, of course there 
are many obvious candidates including 
cotoneaster, pyracantha and holly, but 
there are others, too, which will keep 
you in flowers, berries, scent and foliage 
all year. 

Viburnum opulus, a compact 90cm 
(3ft) variety, bears white flowerheads in 
early summer and clusters of glassy red 
berries and red leaves in autumn. 

Other shrubs with colourful autumn 
fruits include the Callicarpa bodinieri 
Profusion, which produces unusual 
purple berries, and Skimmia japonica 
Nymans, which bears bright red berries 
provided a male is planted next to a 
female for berry production. 

Autumn colour shows up best with a 
solid dark background such as conifers 
and evergreen shrubs, so consider this 
when planning your planting.

Many young drivers rely on 
parents for first car funds 


Top seller in first 6 months 
of year is the Ford Focus 


MANY young 

motorists now rely on 
their parents to fork 
out for their first car, 
according to a survey. 

In the 1960s, around 80 
per cent of first-time car 
owners funded their 
purchase themselves, 
according to the poll by 
insurance company Aviva.

Just William for Ortensia 


CONNECTIONS of Ortensia yesterday 
received a boost with the news it is 
“very possible” they will have the 
services of William Buick at Haydock 
on Saturday. 

Trainer Paul Messara’s travelling head lass 
Leah Gavranich admitted it would be 
“devastating” if Buick were not able to take 
the ride in the Betfred Sprint Cup, as he is 
also committed to partnering Nathaniel in the 
Irish Champion Stakes on the same day for 
retained trainer John Gosden. 

However, Buick believes it is likely he will 
be able to ride at both tracks, taking a 
helicopter to Leopardstown after riding in the 
Sprint Cup at 3.25pm, with the feature Irish 
race due off at 5.45pm. 

He said: “I have been asked questions about 
it all week and, up until now, I didn’t really 
know. 

“It’s looking very possible. It will be a 
helicopter from here to Leopardstown after 
the Sprint Cup. 

“It wasn’t a case of where I was going to go. 
I was always going to go to Ireland, my 
loyalties are with John Gosden 

“It was whether I could squeeze Ortensia in 
on the same day and now, thankfully, it’s 
looking possible. 

“I’m just very fortunate to be able to ride 
two horses of that calibre on the same day. 

“It’s a fantastic position to be in.” 

Ortensia was a big disappointment on her 
first run of the year in the King’s Stand Stakes 
at Royal Ascot under Craig Williams, but ran

more encouragingly when partnered by Buick 
for the first time to finish fourth in the heavy 
ground of the July Cup at Newmarket. 

The in-form jockey has since guided the 
mare to win the King George Stakes at 
Glorious Goodwood and the Group One 
Nunthorpe Stakes at York. 

Gavranich, who has stayed with Ortensia 
throughout the summer in Newmarket, said: 
“William is very important. I’d probably go as 
far to say that he has a better partnership with 
the mare than anyone else. 

“He just seems to understand the horse a lot 
better and early on in her races he doesn’t 
push her around and gives her the time to 
find her feet. I think that really tells at the end 
of her races.” 

Ortensia steps up to six from five furlongs 
on Merseyside this weekend, but Gavranich 
does not envisage the extra distance being a 
problem. 

She said: “She won a Group One over six 
furlongs in Australia and hopefully she can 
show that same turn of foot.” 

■ Coral-Eclipse winner Nathaniel will be 
joined by Ed Dunlop’s Snow Fairy among the 
12 entries for the Irish Champion Stakes. 

They will be up against six runners from 
Aidan O’Brien’s yard - St Nicholas Abbey 
Robin Hood, Imperial Monarch, Treasure 
Beach, Windsor Palace and Daddy Long Legs - 
the Dermot Weld duo Princess Highway the 
Ribblesdale winner, and prolific veteran 
Famous Name. Born To Sea (John Oxx) and 
Light Heavy (Jim Bolger) complete a strong 
line-up. 


Walker in a 
test of Faith 

TRAINER Ed Walker plans to 
test his unlikely success story 
Faithfilly back over six 
furlongs in Saturday's Betfred 
"The Bonus King" Sirenia 
Stakes at Kempton. 

It must be Group races all 
the way for the Laurence 
Bellman-owned daughter of 
Red Clubs, who took four 
races to shed her maiden tag, 
but finished second to 
potential weekend rival 
Baileys Jubilee in a Listed 
race at Vichy before returning 
to France for her own victory 
at that level at Deauville.

While the Solario is not littered with 
future stars, the likes of Raven's Pass 
have shown it should not be 
instantly discarded from the mind 
and Paddy Power reacted with a 
25-1 quote about Fantastic Moon 
for the Investec Derby. 

The runner-up is a good yardstick 
and Noseda will consider Group 
options over a mile as the next step 
on the ladder for his chestnut colt. 
Noseda said after the 3-1 success: "I 
really wanted to run him in a 
conditions race over a mile, but I 
couldn't find a suitable race so I 
came here.
